• NAARS Printer. . . compact enough to fit into most 
mail or copy machine rooms, or in other central loca¬ 
tions. One printer easily handles requests from all of 
your firm’s UBIQ personal terminals. 

• Complete Training ... in the methods of formulating an 
effective search strategy, the process of determining 
which file is likely to contain relevant information, and 
the specifics of operating the terminal.
